Henry Ford Now 


Mining Own Ore 


For His Autos 


MICftlOAMMB, &<lch. Auf. S.— 
Marking what is believed hero to be 
the start of a great development pro- 
gram by Henry Ford, the first shop- 
ment of Iron ore from Mr. Ford's 
mine her* has been sent to River 
Rouge, near Detroit, for conversion 
into Iron and steel that next will be 
seen in automobiles and tractors. 


About 600 tons of ore is being 
sent dally to Escanaba by rail and 
there dumped on an ore baat for the 
Dertolt district. At River Rouge the 
ore will be put through the Ford 
blast furnaces. The only break in the 
procesion from the Ford owned mine 
tp the Ford produced automobiles, Is 
in the railroad and boat lines neces- 
sary to carry the ore. Mr. Ford has 
not yet attained 
control of these 
transportation facilities. 


The mine, known as the Imperial. 


will supply but a small percentage of 
the iron needed in the Ford industries 
but it is believed here other similar 
deielopments will follow, the manu- 
facturer owning 400,000 acres of land 
in the upper Michigan peninsula and

Hail Damage Is 


Reported Heavy 


Many Thousands of Dollars 


Loss Sustained In This 
Section Yesterday—Rip- 
ening Tobacco Is Badly 
Slashed. 


Damage done by a hail storm in 
Pittsylvama and Halifax counties, ex- 
tending into North Carolina, did a 
great deal of damage yesterday be- 
tween 3:30 and 4-30 p m_ 
A swath 
about one mile -wide and about 20 to 
25 miles in length was visited by vio- 
lent rain mixed with hail, a \tolent 
wind prevailing at times. The storm 
•was verying intensity. At places hail 
did no damage, in others it w.is light 
and damaged no more than ten pei 
cent, of the crop, while in many other 
places the full brunt of the storm -.\.is 
suffered, the hail b^ing violent enough 
to strip the ripening tobacco from the 
stalk causing a total loss not only cf 
tobacco^ but of other crops- 
The hail storm came suddenly. Cal-

Greeted In Germany 


BERLIN, Aug. 3 — South Ameri- 


cans are "past masters in the art of 
politics," declared Professor William 
R. Shepherd, -of Columbia University, 
New York, In a recent lecture at the 
University of Berlin. 
Dr. Shepherd 


urged greater appreciation of tte im- 
portance of Latin-American nations in 
the counsels of world powers, discuss- 
ng the subject- 
"The Republics of 


Spanish and Portuguese America and 
Their International Relations. " 
The lecture was the first formal 


event of its kind since 1914. It was 
attended by a distinguished company 
of some 400 persons, including Amen- 
an and Japanese ambassadors: rep- 
resentatives of the South American 
diplomatic and consular offices, mem- 
bers of the government, and a number 
of noted professors of the university 
The latter comprised an imposing list 
of famous educators who have appear- 
ed in American 
university 
lecture 


such as Professors Friedlander, Bonn, 
Brandl. 
Penck. 
Vogel, 
Spranger, 


Sternfe.ld. Brinkmann, Sering,

Professor Shepherd was given a

Russia Looking 


For Bumper Crop 


(By The Associated 


MOSCOW. July 3.—Mother Nature 


appears to be trying to make up to 
Russia for what she did to her last 
year. Accurate estimates of the grain 
crpo of 1922 still are lacking, but from 
nearly every province reports pour in 
to Moscow that not in many years 
have such growing crops been seen. 


When rains were 
needed, they 
came this spring In a profusion that 
made up for last years drouth. When 
sunshine was necessary 
it was on 


hand 
Unless 
some unprecedented 


weather condition develops between 
now and the time of the harvest, prac- 
tically every bushel of seed that was 
jjlanted lag.t autumn and this spring 
seems, sure to bear fruit. 


Rye fields higher than 
a, man's 


head, the ears fairly dropoing with 
kernels, are 
waving and browning 


throughout the Volga and central 
Russia, while the wheat is coming up 
in good shape in 
Siberia, 
and 
the 
Ukraine. 
Potatoes and other vege- 
tables are flourishing. Cattle which 
looked like skeletons in the winter are 
fattening on rich green pasture land. 
In some localities stricken last year 


by the drouth an unusual phenome- 
nom has been noticed. 
Grain sown 


in the spring of 1921, which failed to 
sprout at all last summer has oome 
up this year to swell the small sow- 
ings which were available in the 
spring of 1922. 
In other places, 
where the grain was so short and un- 
developed last autumn as to be un- 
worthy of harvesting, these dwarf 
plants dropped their seed and this, 
too, has sprouted under the rains and 
sunshine. 
* 
Generally 
speaking 
the 
ground 
seems to have gained strength during 
the famine year, and the rich njtrates 
which a big 1921 crop would have ex- 
hausted were left in the soil to fatten 
the kernels and strengthen the stalks 
of this summer's grain. 
The areas sown this year perhaps 
were less than last in many provinces, 
but the crop itself is so good that the 
yield is expected to be more than 
three and a half billion poods of grain 
for all Russia., a billion more than last 
year 
(A porfd is 36 pounds). 


If the surplus of fruitful 
regions 
can be transported to the cities and 
the non-productive localities, and if 
the peasants do not hoard it. Russian 
officials express the conviction that 
famine will be practically dead and 
that after October full stomachs will 
succeed hunger for most of Russia's 
population. 
Bottomley Is Expelled 


From House of Parliament 
LONDON, Aug. 2.—Horatio Buttom- 


ley, former editor of John Bull, has 
been expelled by the house of com- 
mons by a vote of the members. Af- 
ter the speaker had read a long letter 
from him that he was neither guilty 
nor conscious of fraud and stating 
hat he had been made "the x'ictim 
of an appalllg error of justice," the 
vote was taken. 
Bottomley 
was convicted at Old 
Bailey on May 29 on 23 out of 24 
counts charging him with fraudulent- 
y converting to his own use about 
150,000 pounds subscribed to his vlc- 
ory bond and other clubs.

HELIGOLAND IS 


GIVEN AUTON'MY 


BERLIN, Aug. 2.—Prussia has e- 
tablished a precedent in its annals by 
granting fiscal autonomy to an area ol 
one and one-half kilometers with a 
population 
of approximately 
2.600. 
The section concerned is the island 
of Heligoland.

JOHANNESBURG, Aug. S-—(Spec- 
ial Correspondence)—R. C. Atkinson, 
retiring "president of the South Afri- 
can institution of Engineers, at the 
annual meeting, commenting on the 
establishment of a gold refinery on 
the Rand, sa^d that South Africa pro- 
duced Approximately 8,000,000 ounces 
of gold, valued in normal'times, with 
the price of gold, around 86s. per 
ounce, at £14,000,000 annually. The 
refinery now In operation had suffi- 
cient capacity to deal'with this quan- 
tity. . To put the matter in another 
form, something like 24,000 tons of 
rock were mined annually to produce 
about 270 tons of gdld,so that each 
working day nearly it ton of precious 
metal wa* obtained, and the new re- 
finery would be receiving and issuing 
each day one ton of gold.
